Neither her parents nor her 
fiance cou ld believ e that the 20

newspaper giant William Ran­ 
dolph Hearst made the state 
meu ts on of her own free will. 
A tape recording of Patricia's 
statem ent, broadcast ov er radio 
KSAN in San Francisco, and 
KPFA in Berkeley , had been 
brou ght 
to 
the 
stations 
by 
messenger who also deliv ered a 
color snapshot of Patricia. 
It 
showed 
her 
dressed 
in 
ov eralls, cradling a su bmachine 
gu n. standing before a red flag 
bearing the sev en headed cobra 
sy mbol 
of 
the 
Sy mbionese 
Liberation Army (SLA). 
In the taped 
message, 
she 
denied 
that 
she 
had 
been 
"brainwashed, 
dru gged, 
tor 


tu red. hy pnotized or in any way 
confu sed.” 
At 
their 
su bu rban 
Hills­ 
borou gh 
home, 
her 
family 
v erified the v oice was Patty 's. 
Bu t 
her 
father, 
Randolph 
Hearst, 
said. 
"Personally , 
I 
don't believ e it.” 
Holdings hands with his wife, 
Catherine. Hearst told newsmen 
in front of the hou se: ‘‘We’v e 
had her 20 y ears. They ’v e had 
her 6 0 day s, and I don’t believ e 
she 
is

nev er believ e it u ntil she comes
